ural High School, 
Today’s opinion elaborated on 
the court's Sept 
12 decision that 
[ desegregation must proceed forth­ 
with at Central High, It went fur­ 
ther and aimed blows at what it 
termed schemes to get around its 
stand that racial segregation in 
schools Is unconstitutional. 
The rights of children to be free 
of discrimination to admission to 
schools “can neither be nullified 
openly and directly by state leg­ 
islators or state executive or ju­ 
dicial officers, nor nullified indi­ 
rectly by them through evasive 
schemes for segregation whether 
attempted ingeniously or ingenu­ 
ously,” said the opinion read by 
Chief Justice Warren, 
Without 
naming 
names, 
th# 
opinion also declared that no state 
official “can war against the Con­ 
stitution 
without 
violating 
his 
undertaking to support it.” 
Racial 
segregation 
to 
schools 
was first outlawed to 1954, and in 
1955 the court declared it must 
be 
ended 
with 
“all 
deliberate 
speed.” 
Today ft spelled out, to a cer­ 
tain degree, what it means by de­ 
liberate speed. In effect, it sanc­ 
tioned delay to some rases, pro­ 
vided 
beat 
authorities

“Of course to many locations,” 
the court said, “obedience to the 
duty of desegregation would re­ 
quire the immediate general ad­
